The method of the administration was 
defended by Messrs. Hale, Chandler aud 
Lodge. 
Senator Wellington was especially 
aeakios in his advocacy of th** claims of 
Admiral Schley, and in his presentation 
of reasons why Admiral Sampson should 
not Iv preferred over him, and both he 
and Im Democratic colleague, Mr. Gor­ 
man. made the state® tit that if the of­ 
ficial (si perm were ord**r»d they would 
demonstrate beyond possible quest ion 
th. fact tim* Schley and u t Samp* »n 
fought th© battle off Santiago 
Ther 
contended that with > oh .son IO mil i 
away ii-* maid not be acor tired con* 
►tm fively arith having co tnnsnnd of tho 
Recd on the memorable day when the 
Spanish vessels were amit to the bottom. 
On the contrary, they held that Schley 
was on th.- ground; he was the senior 
officer, and that hews* engaged aetivelv 
and most effect! vely in the conflict all 
the world knew, regardless of th. favor* 
of the government at Washinst.m. 
Senators Hale and Chandler, both 
member* of tho naval committee. de- 
fmidcd th© action of th© navy depart- 
meal in giving preference to the men 
who took upon themselves the brum of 
the battle in Atlantic waters, aud in 
preferring the man who wa* in com­ 
mand of the fleet. They deprecated the 
opening np of a controversy which Sen­ 
ator Chandler said might lead to a con­ 
dition which might prove as unsavory 
that which the war investigating 
commission had developed in oonu ©orion 
with the army beef contracts.

Specification—In that Brigadier Gen­ 
eral Charles P. Eagan, commissary gen­ 
eral of subsistence, United States army, 
did, while testifying as a witness before 
the commission appointed by the presi­ 
dent to investigate the conduct of the 
war department in the war with Spain, 
submit aud read as a part of his testi­

Charge and specification 2 reiterates 
the above and continues: 
“ His statement is a scandalous libel, 
reflecting upon the honor of every officer 
in the department who has contracted 
for or purchased this meat, aud especial­ 
ly and particularly on tho commissary 
general—myself. In denouncing Gen 
oral Miles as a liar, when he makes this 
statement. I wish to make it as emphatic 
and as coarse as the statement itself, 
wish to force the lie buek into his tluroat 
covered with the contents of a camp 
latrine. 
“I wish to brand it as a falsehood of 
whole doth without a particle of truth 
to sustain it, and unless he ran prove 
his statement he should be denounced 
by every honest man, barred from the 
club*, barred from the society of decent 
people, aud so ostracised That the street 
bootbla ki> would not condescend to 
speak to him, for he has fouled his own 
nest, he has aspersed the honor of a 
brother officer without a particle of evi­ 
dence or fact to sustain in any degree 
hi* scandalous, libelous, malicious false­ 
hood, via: that this beef or anything 
whatever was furnished the army “un­ 
der pretense of experiment." 
The precise nature of General Eagan’s 
plea to these charges and specifications 
has not yet been determined up/m.
